Puts on REAL ABERDEEN-ANGUS SHOW 


There has been some delay in reporting many of the state fairs 
this year because of the fact that it has been difficult to procure an 
accurate report showing the names and numbers of the animals ex- 
hibited. The Journal has adopted the policy of reporting only those 
shows where we are assured of accuracy as to names and numbers. 
This policy has been adopted in order to make the reports appear- 
ing in the breed paper as nearly correct as possible to have them. 
Often we are obliged to communicate directly with the owners in 
order to rectify apparent errors. Such was the case with this re- 
port as well as many others. For that reason the Journal requests 
each exhibitor to furnish this office with a complete list of his en- 
tries, giving names, ages, registration numbers and names and 
numbers of the sires and dams. In this way you are assured of 
better publicity. on 

A glimpse at the list of exhibitors reveals much interest being 
taken by local breeders in New York. The home state supplying 
nine of the dozen herds on display. Concerning the New York 
State show Mr. R. B. Hinman, Secretary of the Eastern States Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association writes: 

“I have enjoyed refreshing my memory on the winners of the 
various classes in the Aberdeen-Angus section at the recent East- 
ern States Exposition from the last issue of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal. I do not see a prize list of the last New York State Fair 
at Syracuse and I am enclosing a copy. 

“Perhaps I may be excused if I become somewhat overjoyed at 

the phenomenal shows of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at our two prom- 
inent eastern shows. Even within my experience of about ten years 
in New York State, I have witnessed a so-called Aberdeen-Angus 
exhibition at Syracuse—the annual show of, and sponsored by, the 
Great Empire State—and it consisted of about ten poorly fitted in- 
dividuals. If animals at all representative of the breed were on 
hand, oe could bet they came from other states, and usually south 
or west. 
_ “IT could not help thinking of this matter as I watched the judg- 
ing both at Syracuse and Springfield. I have counted up the ani- 
mals shown at some of the other state fairs throughout this coun- 
try and if you will compare the number shown at Syracuse and 
Springfield with the number shown elsewhere, you will be surpris- 
ed at where these two exhibitions stand. Of the eighty-one ani- 
mals shown at Syracuse, all but one small herd were owned in New 
York State. The bulk of the premiums in all cases stayed right 
here in this state, and when the three State District roups of ten 
animals each were in the show ring—so timed that their presence 
there could not help but impress the Governor as he made his of- 
ficial visit—it was unanimously agreed that their showing made 
fifty per cent improvement over that of last year. 

Of the eighty-seven head actually shown in Springfield only 
three herds came from the “West,” and yet this show was in a ter- 
ritory where beef production is at least unorthodox. The judging 
here, as at Syracuse, was closely followed and the inquiries heard 
at both places were of the real kind. 

We are very thankful, in more ways than one, that we have, 
established and flourishing here in our own state, an organization 
as extensive and prosperous at the Briarcliff Farms of Pine Plains. 
a of the very finest of seed stock from their herd is being 
Placed by buyers at what are constantly proving to be strategic 
points. Those in control at the New York State College of Agri- 


culture at Ithaca have already purchased what should prove to be 
the foundation for one of the finest small herds anywhere in the 
East, and with what is happening there, at Briarcliff and among 
the small eastern breeders, we can safely say that the future of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle here in the East—even in this time of so- 
called depression—was never brighter.

“In the three year old bulls Barcap Quality, the good breeding 
bull owned by Clayton C. Taylor, was the only one shown while in 
the two year old class Junes’ Erica’s Prince of Alpha Road was the 
only one out and in the Senior Yearling class Briarcliff Farm 
Briarcliff Elban 3rd had the class to himself, eventually lending 
the senior championship. The fight began in earnest when the five 
good Junior yearling bulls faced the judge. In this class one of the 
good young bulls seen in the east this year—O. K. Prideman of Al- 
pha Road won for June with Briarcliff Farms, Jackson and Bon- 
tecou entries following: 

“It was in the Summer Yearling class that Judge Fyffe found 
his grand championship. The class was won by Briarcliff Quantiff, 
while good further entries by Briarcliff Farms, Fancher, June, 
Brown, Taylor and Colton had to be placed further down the line. 

“In the bull ealf class Briarcliff Farms headed the class with 
Taylor and June following in the order named. 

“The three-year-old cows were a good useful lot. The class 
was won by Colton on Blue Blood Lady of Page followed by entries 
from the June herd and the Taylor herd. The two-year-olds were 
headed by June with Pride 31st of Alpha Road, followed by entries 
from the farms of Taylor, Colton and Scoon. 

“It was in the good line up of senior yearling heifers that the 
judge found his grand champion female, Briarcliff Blackcap 16th, 
and she was followed in the strong class of eight heifers by entries 
from the herds of Fancher, Jackson, June, Taylor and Colton. 

“One of the best classes of the day was the junior yearling 
class. Nine heifers were out and they made a fine showing. The 
class was finally lined up with Briarcliff Elba 12th at the head, fol- 
lowed by entries from the herds of Fancher, Jackson, Scoon, Colton, 
Bontecou and Taylor. 

“Eleven fine summer yearling heifers faced the judge. For a 
long time it seemed that the smoothness of Coquette of Dancote 
would carry her to the top, but eventually she had to yield it to 
Briarcliff Mignonne. Nine fine heifers from the herds of Jackson, 
June, Colton, Bontecou and Kerr followed. 

“In the heifer calf class Briarcliff Farms led the list with 
June, Fancher, Taylor and Colton having to be content with lower 
places in the line. : : 

“One could not help noticing the class for two females in which 
nine entries were out and all but one pair owned in New York State. 

“The list would not be complete if mention was not made of 
the splendid steer show. In all fifteen steers were shown and the 
championship was won by Briarcliff Thickset. He was afterward 
made Grand Champion of the show over all breeds. In the entry 
for three steers twelve fine animals were shown.”

Ak-Sar-Ben Show 


Comes into tts Own—RODEO and EVERYTHING 


Professional ropers, bulldoggers and steer 
fighters helped to lift the great Ak-Sar- 
Ben live stock show into a new realm. Lit- 
erally thousands of people paraded the al- 
leys between endless rows of pure bred live 
stock where only a scattering few have 
heretofore loitered and slipped quietly away 
—this is the story of Omaha’s fourth try 
at putting over a big stock show. Manager 
Charles Gardner and his able corps of assis- 
tants wore, besides those eight gallon som- 
breros made from corn stalks, smiles that 
lasted the whole show through. ; 

While the Journal man usually goes wild 
over the rodeo preformance he found more 
this time than usual to divert his attention 
from the bucking broncs, the red eyed Brah- 
ma bulls and the whir of the lariat. The 
carlot show at the yards caused a consid- 
erable amount of comment outside the pens. 
Three fine loads of Aberdeen-Angus were 
on display, all according to general opin- 
ion were of championship calibre. Those 
that failed to win received high compliments 
on every side. Mr. Schmidt’s fine Tarkio 
load won for the Blacks but failed to make 
a touchdown when pitted against Dan Case- 
ment’s whitefaces. Dan said he won it easy, 
but the judges were not sure that there 
was a very great margin of safety. Any- 
way the Blacks will try again. 

While the Aberdeen-Angus lost the finish- 
ed carlot they won in the feeder section, 
hands down. So after all the score stands 
one and one. 

Over at the show barn there were whole 
rows of Shorthorns, and Herefords and a 
completely filled section of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle. Eleven herds, to be exact, 
tried for the all too few ribbons that dangl- 
ed from the magic wand wielded by Judge 
Otto V. Battles, of Yakima, Washington, 
who was generally conceded to have done 
the best job of judging executed in some 
time, anywhere. 

The big winter finals are looked upon 
from every angle as bringing together the 
best the land has to offer. Certainly the 
Ak-Sar-Ben display upheld the expectations 
of the large crowds that came here to greet 
the exhibitors. There was a heap of life in 
and about the alleys, considerable bartering 
in futures—young bulls and heifers were 
frequently being priced at ranges that 
would not, a few months ago, have been 
tolerated. Look at the list of exhibitors, 
then figure how any one herd might walk 
away with any great number of blues or 

purples. 

The seven aged bulls that greeted the 
judge set the crowd on edge. They were 
a great lot of show and breeding bulls, 
some of them exceedingly outstanding, 
among them Elliott Brown’s undefeated 
champion Revolution 37th, winner also of 
this class. The second group of five was 
just as striking. By this time visitors real- 
ized that there was going to be a real Aber- 
deen-Angus showing. These two year olds, 
while not so many in number, contained 
Brown’s many times champion Burgess 


Marshall 3d, Hopley’s many times champion 
Barkley Quality; a pair of strong young 
bulls shown by McKenny and Schmuecker; 
and Revolution 100th, last year’s American 
Royal junior champion, who placed at the 


top of the class, with Hopley’s Barkley 
Quality next and Schmuecker’s Brookside 
Eliminator third. 

Likewise the senior yearling class con- 
tained many winners. The class was headed 
by Baden’s Egret, followed by Peer of St. 
Albans. While there were many good young 
bulls in this line, it was the hardest class 
to place because of the fact that there were 
no strikingly outstanding tops. 

The nine junior yearlings bounded back 
with plenty quality. Brown’s youngster, 
Envious Marshall 3d, won the grand cham- 
pionship at the Spencer, Iowa, fair over 
Revolution 37th, certainly looked fine at 
the head of this class. The Tolan calf 
Blackbird Marshall 29th, standing next, fit- 
ted in well between Brown’s bull and the 
Hopley entry, Evolution Quality. 

Nine seemed to be the number fixed for 
these bull classes for that number of sum- 
mer yearlings came prancing into the ring. 
and what a showing! The competition here 
was destined to be keen. Hollinger’s many 
times champion Revemere of Wheatland 
had been a general favorite, in fact some 
folks passing by the stalls thought he might 
be a contender in the finals. However when 
Hopley’s calf, Bar Quality came alongside, 
Judge Battles gave the signal for the latter 
calf to head the class. At third position 
stood Tolan’s calf, Eileenmere 61st. This 
one was plenty warm. There are some great 
prospects in this string. Failing to win here 
means but little in so far as the future of 
any one of these youngsters is concerned. 

There were sixteen senior bull calves in 
line and there were many outstanding pros- 
pects in this set—bulls to be heard from 
in the next couple of years. The outstanding 
calf in the string proved to be Erica of St. 
Albans, and his second was Blackcap Ma- 
haska shown by Tolan, with the third ribbon 
going to Revolution of Wheatland 7th and 
the good Blake calf Blackcap Benz 15th 
standing fourth. 

The junior bull championship fell to the 
most excellent summer yearling shown by 
Hopley, Bar Quality, a son of the Sesqui- 
Centennial junior champion bull Quality 
Marshall 3d. The senior and grand cham- 
pionship went to Revolution 100th, a son of 
the International grand champion bull 
Biackcap Revolution. Judge Battles pro- 

nounced him the best bull of the season, re- 
ferring to his smoothness, quality, lowset- 
ness and thickness and depth of fleshing. 

The four three year old cows created a 
thrill when they entered the arena. Black- 
cap M. K. the thickest, deepest, most com- 
pact of the group went to the top over 
Brown’s many times champion cow, Black- 
cap Lassie B. 2d. The winner here had 
defeated the same cow at one of the earlier 
shows and since had been champion at 
many shows also. At third place stood the 
Blake cow Pure Pride of Page another 
sweet thing with a great string of purples 
to her credit. So it will readily be seen that 
there was nothing slow about the opening 
of the femal section. ;

Royal Feeders Make Good. 

At the last American Royal Don Mac- 
crone of Milan, Michigan, purchased 40 
head of 430 pound Aberdeen-Angus feeder 
calves at 11 cents per pound. He shipped 
them to Michigan where they were fed and 
finished, selling at 1034 pounds and top- 
ping the market for that day at 11 cents 
per pound. Feeders generally were selling 
at the Royal for much less money. This is 
just another example of the proof of good 
breeding being a good investment from a 
commercial standpoint. Prof. Brown of the 
Michigan State College said: “Mr. Mac- 
crone’s success with these feeders is an in- 
dication of what the Michigan farmer may 
do if he buys the right kind of stock and 
feeds intelligently.” The Professor also 
stated that grain fed to these cattle just 
about doubled in price as if it had been sold 
on the open market.

Cattle Moving Freely in Kansas. 

Johnson Workman, Paradise, Kansas, 
comments as follows about live stock con- 
ditions in his part of the country and the 
Bowling sale at Salina. “The cattle were 
all sold and found new homes—all sold 
above the market. The cows sold at from 
$30.00 to $60.00 and the calves from $24.00 
to $33.50. The $24.00 calves included many 
very late calves. Judge Fullerton was the 
heaviest buyer.

Referring now to that portion of Mr. Casements comparative 
table appearing in the last Journal showing that Aberdeen-Angus 
fat carlots had won the Pacific International championship but 
once in twelve years. Since this article appeared we have discuss- 
ed the matter with Otto V. Battles of the firm of Congdon & Bat- 
tles, Yakima, Washington, extensive breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in that western country. Mr. Battles informs us that his 
firm had the pleasure of winning the coveted grand championship 
in both 1930 and 1931, the only two times to his knowledge that 
Aberdeen-Angus have been shown. However that matters not. 
The point to be made at this time is that once the Blacks begin to 
make a showing they will win their share compared with any and 
all breeds. Two out of thirteen wins is not so bad when we con- 
sider that the two covered the last two shows, making us a two to 
one score on the last three shows or a clean sweep for the last two. 

This happens to be a concrete example of what can be done 
when the parent herd is sufficiently large to permit the feeding 
of a carload from the same herd. It matters but little how Aber- 
deen-Angus bullocks are assembled—there is that uniformity so 
hard to equal, let alone beat. 

Mr. Battles is to be congratulated in that there were a total 
of twenty-six loads shown, most of them beautiful whitefaces. The 
winning load were yearlings weighing 1106 pounds and passed the 
sales stand at $10.25 per hundredweight. The Journal is willing to 
leave it to Congdon & Battles to defend the black flag at Portland 
and we are sure that the constant and regular spread of Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls from this herd over the Western country will soon be- 
gin to loom on the horizon to the glory of this pioneer firm as well 
as for the breed in general.

4-H Club Steers. 

It was a fine 4-H Club that we had. But 
this division of classes by weight is just 
about as much out of order as it could pos- 
sibly be. In the judgment of the Journal, 


there is nothing to it. There is nothing to 
be gained. Someone has said that the age 
classification allowed too many to fudge on 
the calving dates. Well, what about this 
arrangement, is it possible to fudge, or does 
it make no difference by weight? Anyhow 
we are not for the new arrangement even 
if the management is. What is a kid to 
learn when he feeds a two or three year old 
and only gets him into the light weight 
classification? We'd rather have a calf ov- 
er age a couple or three months, than to 
have him under weight two or three years. 
And, such a thing might easily happen in 
any well regulated show using this basis of 
computation. Not that it WOULD, but it 
MIGHT. As long as we are dealing with 
possibilities why not go along in the regu- 
lar way—train the kids as well as the 
calves. 

The Aberdeen-Angus calves were far 
above any lot ever shown at the Ak-Sar- 
Ben and the same might well be said of the 
Shorthorns and the Herefords, besides the 
Red Polls took a try and they did not look 
half bad at that. Leona Goecke, of Mar- 
shalltown, Iowa, won the Aberdeen-Angus 
championship and later the reserve grand 
championship, with a Hereford winning the 
top honors. Now, we are not inclined to 
squeak if there is a semblance of fair play 
—but oh, boy! There ain’t no squeak left 
in us. The calf that was made grand cham- 
pion at this show surely won’t bring joy to 
Hereford breeders who are working night 
and day to produce the right kind. There 
were lots of better Hereford calves in this 
show if one is to be guided by what was 
said about the arena by men who are sup- 
posed to know.
